ATTACK S HALTED 


Hodgson Tells Security 
Council Indonesian Ac- 
tion Violates Charter — 
Russia Opposes U.S. 
Resolution, Delays Vote. 


By JOSEPH E. DYNAN, 
PARIS, Dec. 23 (AP)—Australia 
asked the United Nations today to 
expel The Netherlands unless it 
halts the attack on the Indonesian 


Republic. Col. W. R. Hodgson, 
voicing the demand, declared the 
Dutch actien worse than Hitler’s 
against Holland eight Years ago, 
and a violation of the Charter. 

Russia also condemned The 
Netherlands, but announced it 
could nct support an American 
resolution, calling for a cease-fire 
and troop withdrawal, because it 
does not condemn the Dutch for 
military aggression. 

Soviet delegate Jacob A, Malik 
told the Security Council he is 
submitting a resolution which 
would carry such condemnation. 
This upset American calculations, 
based on the assumption that 
Russia and the Ukraine would 
support the draft submitted joint- 
ly by the United States, Colombia 
and Syria. 

Vote Delay Forecast. 

The Russian move also pushed 
back a possible vote by many 
days, observers estimated. Mem- 
bers of the Council, when it re- 
cessed until Friday, already were 
exploring the possibility of hold- 
ing three sessions a day, ‘includ- 
ae possibly a Christmas day sit- 

ng. 

Malik said the American draft 
tried to hide Dutch aggression. 

“We must call things by their 
names,” the Russian said. “We 
must call aggression aggression.” 

Dr. C. L. Hsia of China opened 
the second day of discussion of 
the Indonesian dispute in the} 
Council. He declared China will 
support the resolution submitted 
by Dr. Philip C, Jessup of the 
United States, yesterday. 

Hodgson joined the Chinese 
delegate in saying The Nether- 
lands clearly had broken the Se- 
curity Council’s cease-fire order of 
Aug. 1, 1947. He said they also 
had violated a “solemn undertak- 
ing” to observe that Council reso- 
lution as well as later resolutions 
on the same subject. 

“If the Security Council faces 
up to this matter, there is only 
one course—expulsion from the 
United Nations,” Hodgson de- 
clared. ) 

He said the final Dutch com- 
munication to the Indonesian re- 
publicans was “an ultimatum call- 
ing for complete surrender 0 
every point,” which allowed only 
17% hours for a reply. 

“Worse Than Hitler.” 

The Australian rapped the coun- 
cil table as he declared: 

“This is worse than Hitler did 
to The Netherlands in 1940.” 

Article six of the U.N. Charter 
provides that a member “which 
has persistently violated the prin- 
ciples contained in the present 
Charter” may be expelled by the 
Assembly on the recommendation 
of the Security Council. It~-has 
never been invoked. 

Hodgson gaid the Council’s com- 
mission in Indonesiz had reported 
the Dutch notified the republi- 
can truce delegation of their re- 
pudiation of the truce only 15 
minutes before they cut communi- 
cations to the interior. 

“They then praceeded to arrest 
the very. people that they had 
been negotiating with.” 

The Australian, who is not a 
Council member, then took up the 
statement made yesterda by 
Dutch delegate J. H. Van Royen.

COAL MINE DEATHS LIKELY 
TO BE CUT 200 FROM LAST 
YEAR---10-YEAR RECORD 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (UP). 
RELIMINARY Government 
P figures showed today that 
the soft coal industry may 
achieve this year its best safety 
record in almost 10 years. 

The Federal Bureau of Mines 
is preparing a report for early 
in January on the 1948 record. 
Barring a major mine accident 
between mow and Jan. 1, it will 
show about 200 fewer mine fa- 
talities than there were in 1947. 

As of Dec. 1 the number of 
fatalities in bituminous mines 
was 785. There were 990 in 
1947, 800 in ]946 and 925 in 
1945. 

Industry sources said a ma- 
jot reason for the improved 
record is the intensive safety 
campaign conducted* by the 
Government, industry and 
United Mine Workers since the 
Centralia (Ill.) disaster of 
March 1947 when 111 miners 
were killed.

Procedure Described. 

“Other copies of those docu- 
ments may have been circulating 
through the department but they | 
would not have borne my stamp,” 
he said. “My stamp was put on a 
document when it came into my 
office, and it did not leave my of- 
fice until it was taken out and 
burned,” 

Chambers asserts the documents 
were obtained by him in 1937 and 
1938 for transmission to Soviet 
espionage agents, 

Sayre said the documents are 
genuine and that he is sure three 
“were stolen from my office.” He 
would not say they were stolen 
by anybody who worked in the 
office. 

4 Had Access to Papers. 

Only four persons in his office 
had access to those particular 
documents, he said. They were 
himself, his secretaries — Miss 
Eunice Linceln and Miss Anna 
Belle Newcomb—and Alger Hiss. 

Hiss, an aid to Sayre 10 years 
ago, has been indicted by the 
federal grand jury in New York 
on charges he lied when he denied 
to it that he gave the papers to 
Chambers. His trial has been post- 
poned from Jan. 24 to Feb. 24. 

Sayre said two of the docu- 
ments bearing his stamp have 
been made public. One was a dis- 
patch from Hankow, dated Jan. 
11, 1938: the other was a dispatch 
from Tsingtao, dated Jan. 13, 
1938. They dealt with Japanese 
troop movements in the Chinese- 
Japanese war. 

The third, Sayre said, was a 
telegram in several parts and has 
not yet been released. 

All the documents, he said, were 
of a “highly confidential” nature. 
Other Papers Mimeographed. 

As for about 60 other docu- 
ments, Sayre said, many persons 
in the State Department had ac- 
cess to them. These, he said, were 
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tomorrow and Christmas day will 
be near freezing, with a high to- 
morrow of about 40.

Tojo and 3 Other Japs

TOKYO, Dec. 23 (AP)—Hideki 
Tojo and three of his six war 
leader companions gave lusty 
“Banzai” shouts before they were 
hanged in Sugamo prison. 

The last act of defiance by the 
four of the seven condemned men 
came in the little Buddhist temple 
near the death house, Shinso 
Hanayama, the priest who at- 
tended them, said. 

The Banai cry—the traditional 
Japanese cheer which translates 
j into the rather meaningless “ten 
thousand years”—featured the last 
charges of many Japanese soldiers 
in the Pacific war. Tojo and his 
companions also shouted for a 
greater Nippon before going to 
the gallows, Hanayama said. 

Tojo, whose military clique 
plotted and ordered the infamous 
Pearl Harbor attack, asked for a

drink of sake before he went to 
his death. He had to be content 
with a glass of weak wine, the 
priest said, 

Tojo Leaves a Poem. 

Tojo and the other three of the 
first four hanged shortly after 
midnight were almost jaunty, 
Hanayama related. 

Tojo, said the priest, left a 
message for the world which he 
was forbidden by occupation 
authorities to make public. The 
former Premier also left a poem, 
which Hanayama translated 
roughly: 

“It is goodbye. 

Over the mountains I go today, 
To the bosom of Buddha. 

So happy am I.”

TRAFFIC FATALITIES 
ESTIMATED AT 265 


CHICAGO, Dec. 23 (AP)—The 
nation’s death toll resulting from 
traffic accidents over the Christ- 
mas holiday may tota] 265, the 
National Safety Council estimated 
today. eat 

The council’spestimate covered 
only immediate traffic deaths— 
those killed between 6 p.m, Fri- 
day and midnight Sunday. The 
final toJl may exceed the 265 esti- 
mate, the council said, due to de- 
layed fatalities not immediately 
reported. , 

The estimate will be too high, 
the council said, (1) if drivers and 
pedestrians use extra caution, es- 
pecially in mixing gasoline and 
alcohol, and (2) if the weather 
generally is so bad that drivers 
must use extreme caution or stay 
at home. 

“We are not trying to put a 
damper on Christmas cheer with 
‘this estimate,” said Ned H. Dear- 
born, council president. “On the 
contrary we feel that if the drivers 
and pedestrians understand what 
can happen, based on past experi- 
ence, they will make sure it doesn’t 
happen to them. We hope this es- 
timate is far too high.”

A strike by 50,000 Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co, employes was 
averted early today when the com- 
pany and the Communications 
Workers of America agreed on 
wage increases averaging 10.55 
cents an hour. 

Workers in every category will 
receive increases ranging from $3 
to $6 a week. The increases and 
other concessions will cost the 
company about $11,500,000 a year, 
it was estimated, 

The nine-month dispute was set- 
tled at = a.m. The independent 
union had completed plans for a 
strike before Christmas in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas, Texas and part of Illinois, 
Had no agreement been reached 
today, it was learned, a ‘strik6 
call would have been issued either 
tonight or tomorrow morning. 
Strike leaders had been notified 
the walkout would come “not later 
than 6 a.m. tomorrow.” 


Terms of Agreement, 


Under the agreement, seniority 
rights and length-of-service credits 
the 4li-day national tele - 

phone strike in the spring of 1947 
are to be res to the workers. 
Mobile co on crews will re- 
ceive ah increase of 30 cents a day 
in their allowance for board and 
lodging. The company dropped its 
demand for a 4 per cent fee, 
amounting to about $50,000 a year, 
for collection of union dues on the 
check-off. ‘ 

Pay increases will be retroactive 
to Dec. 1, and the new contract 
will run for one year. Management 
had sought a two-year contract. 

Approximately three fourths of 
a cent of the 10.55 cent hourly in- 
crease granted will be for so-called 
“fringe” items, ‘including pay dif- 
ferentials for various shifts. The 
company is allocating about $750,- 
000 a year for these purposes, and 
the union wil seek to arrange for 
shortening of the work day for 
employes on certain evening and 
night shifts if it can be financed 
without exceeding the amount al- 
lotted for fringe issues. 

To Seek Higher Rates, 

“All this means Southwestern 
Bell will have to seek telephone 
rate increases over and. above 
those it already has applied for 
or obfained in the various states,” 
a company spokesman told the 
Post-Dispatch. “There is no doubt 
about it. We simply have no other 
Place to get the money necessary 
to show an adequate rate of re- 
turn.” 

The union’s contract expired 
last May and negotiations have 
been under way since April. Many 
of the workers, impatient over the 
prolonged. delay, wanted to stop 
the parleying and strike without 
further ado, union leaders report- 
ed, expressing the opinion that 
some Members would have 
“jumped the gun” before the 
secret strike deadline. 

“We had to send a special trou- 
ble man over to the East Side to 
keep a bunch of them from going 
out last night,” Frank P, Loner- 
gan, vice president of the union’s 
Southwestern Division, reported. 
“They told us they were holding 
up, but were going out by 4:30 this 
morning, regardless.” 

Minor Points to Be Settled. 
While company and union have 
reached a general agreement on 
major issues, some minor points 
have yet to be worked out. Negoti- 
ating committees will confer later 
on details of the new contract. 

The agreement which averted 
the strike does not require ap- 
proval by the general membership 
of the union, the bargaining com- 
mittee having been given full au- 
thority to accept terms. The agree- 
ment. must be approved by the 
international executive board of 
the union, but local officials said 
they were certain the board would 
approve. 

The union said the agreement 
eliminated a company demand 
that even workers with 10 years’ 
service be docked in pay for the 
first day of an illness. 

The union originally had sought 
pay increases ranging from 10 to 
15 cents an hour, and the company 
had offered a 4-cent increase. 
12-Hour Bargaining Session, 
The settlement was reached in 
a i12hour negotiating session 
which had been prolonged by fed- ~- 
eral conciliators, They insisted 
there would be no adjournment 
until all efforts to reach an agree- 
ment had been exhausted. Both 
company and union later expressed 
appreciation of the work done by 
Conciliators Anton E. Johnson and 
Nicholas M,. Fillo and’ H. A. Grif- 
fith, regional director of the Me- 
diation and Conciliation Service.

“The situation 
is critical and calls for prompt 
and effective action,” if the high- 
ways are to be saved from further 
destruction by excessive loads, the | 
report said. 

Director of Public Safety T.. Pf. 
Sullivan, who controls the state 
police, when questioned about the 
ixreport, acknowledged deficiencies 
in enforcement of overloading 


laws, 
Denies Political Gifts. 

He denied, however, persistent 
reports that lax enforcement re- 
sulted from heavy political contri- 
butions by large trucking firms 
and truckers’ associations. Sulli- 
van is an appointee of Gov. Dwight 
H. Green. 

“My orders to the police have 
always been to enforce the laws 
and I have never had instructions 
from any source to relax enforce- 
ment against any particular 
group,” Sullivan declared. 

Chief difficulty has been lack 
of funds to operate ports of entry 
and weighing stations at various 
points throughout the state, Sul- 
livan said. Police are equipped 
with portable scales and occasion- 
ally have conducted brief cam- 
paigns against overloading, he as- 
serted. 

3-Inch-Thick Report. 

The report criticizing the police 
is a 3-inch-thick. volume, covering 
all phases of highway needs, pre- 
pared by Griffenhagen & Associ- 
iates, consultants in public admin- 
istration and finance, It was com- 
pleted last month and turned over 
to the Highway and Traffic Prob- 
lems Commission to assist it in 
making recommendations to the 
pro nay omrhe 
' The commiggion, created by the 
Lesisiatur in 1947, is headed by 

Gov. Hugh W. ‘Cross and has 
a, Membership of five Senators, 
five Representatives and five citi- 
zens named by Gov. Green. Sev- 
eral sessions have been held here 
and in Chicago in recent weeks

port. 

Illinois law, it was pointed out 
in the report, empowers police not 
only to arrest overload violators 
but also to force drivers immedi- 
ately to unload enough cargo to 
reduce the over-all weight to the 
legal limit. 

Definite Program Urged. 

‘The practice of Illinois State 
Police is that officers shall stop 
and weigh vehicles that appear 
to be overloaded, and sha)] issue 
arrest notices to violators.” The 
report went on, “There is no at- 
tempt at a systematic and definite 
program to curb violations,” 

While ineffectiveness of enforce- 
ment is due partly also to weak- 
ness in wording of. the law, never- 
theless the existing law could be 
made more effective if enforce- 
ment agencies took full advantage 
of its provisions. “And if on-the- 
spot unloading of excess weight 
were ‘made a practice, truckers 
might soon tire of the resulting 
inconvenience and expense,” the 
report said. 

“If the existing police force 
does not. provide the protective 
service required, then it would 
, @eem that the best course of ac- 
tion would be to create a special 
force in the division of highways 
to furnish such service.

“This - special force would be 
vested with police powers to do 
only the work of controlling the 
size and weight of vehicles oper- 
ating on the highways, of protect- 
ing highway facilities and opera- 
tions and of checking truck li- 
censes on the high ~~ 

The present selice establish- 
ment, known officially as the divi- 
sion of State Highway Mainten- 
ance Police, has come to be in 
large part a “state general police 
force,” the report said, although 
financed from highway-user rev- 
enues. Until creation of the De- 
parvmens of Public Safety in 1941, 

he State Police actually were a 
zart of the State Highway Divi- 
sion, 

Descrivtion of the police as a 

“general state police force,” pre- 


sumably busy with many non-/ 


highway matters, is in striking 
contrast to its description by Gov.

The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration yesterday suspended 
some $14,100,000 in European Re-— 
covery Program help to_ the 
Dutch-ruled portion of The Neth- 
erlands East Indies pending 
“clarification” of the renewed civil. 
strife. Questions as to whether 
similar action might be taken 

nst the Dutch homeland 
brought a flat “no comment” re- 
ply. . 
However, an ECA official re- 
ported privately that the agency 
will “examine very closely” the 
relationship, if any, between the 
Indonesian fighting and the prog- 
ress of récovery in The Nether- 
lands itself. He said, “If the hos- 
tilities bring an important drain 
on The Netherlands economy, ECA 
will take that into account in the 
furnishing of recovery funds.” 


$300,000,000 Approved. 

ECA has approved nearly $390,- 
000,000 worth of assistance to The 
Netherlands, although actual ship- 
ments lag behind authorized 
grants. 

In barring further authoriza- 
tions for The Netherlands Indies, 
ECA Head Paul G. Hoffman stuck 
to the economic aspects of the In- 
donesian struggle and ignored its 
political background. He said that 
in view of the fighting in progress 
ECA cannot possibly decide now 
whether further ERP aid will 
“sontribute to economic recovery. 
there and in Europe.” 


Vital Link in Defense Plan. 

Other officials said the foreign 
assistance act gives Hoffman pow- 
er, with the assent of the Presi- 
dent, to cut off help if: 

(a) He finds that a country is 
not keeping its agreement to make 
“efficient and practical use” of its 
resources for recovery; (b) it is 
diverting recovery supplies to non- 
recovery uses, or (c) “because of 
changed conditions, assistance is 
no longer consistent with the na- 
tional interest of the United 
States.” 

These officials note that The 
Netherlands is considered a vital 
link, not only to European recov- 
ery, but to this country’s hope for 
economic and military unity in 
western Europe. Thus they said it 
appears unlikely that ECA would 
act against The Netherlands on 
economic grounds: alone.’ —

Following a brief hearing and a 
lengthy conference with officers of 
the United Insurarice Co., the three 
commissioners—Owen G. Jackson 
of Missouri, Frank Sullivan of 
Kansas and N. P. Parkinson of 
Illinois—issued the following state- 
ment: 

“It is ordered that the hearing 
on the foregoing application be 
adjourned until Feb. 1, in order 
to afford this commission oppor- 
tunity to study the documents 
presented, obtain additional in- 
formation and to make further 
inquiry coneerning the proposed | 
transfer. 

“In view of the publicity given 
this application, the commission 
takes occasion to remark that 
nothing has come to its attention 
in connection with the application 
which in any way reflects upon 
the financial stability of efther 
company, nor which should. give 
‘cause for concern to any policy- 
holder. 

“The records indicate that the? 
financial conditions of both the 
Missouri Insurance Co. and the 
United Insurance Co. are now the 
strongest they have been at any 
time in the history of the respec- 
tive companies.” 

Fees to Have Been Paid. 

Neither Paul L. Temple nor his 
partner, Fred A. Kohl, insurance 
brokers, who arranged the trans- 
action, attended the hearing. How- 
ever, they were represented by 
their attorney, Paul D. Clerk. 

If the deal had been approved, 
Temple and Kohl would have re- 
ceived almost $100,000 in fees, it 
was learned. At one stage of the 
negotiations, Temple said, his fee 
was set at $135,000. 

O. T. Hogan, president of the 
United Co., testified that, undér 
the contract, the finder’s fee ‘‘can- 
not exceed $65,000 and may be 
less.” He explained that the con- 
tract provided for an advance pay- 
ment of $35,000 to the broker, 
with the remainder of the fee to 
be derived from a percentage of 
premiums collected. 

Temple’s Background. 

Inquiry about Temple’s back- 
ground disclosed he was convicted 
twice of making false statements, 
to obtain government loans fraud- 
ulently and to deceive the state 
insurance superintendent; that he 
is bankrupt and twice took vol- | 
untary bankruptcy action and that 
he was an officer of three insur- 
ance firms that failed, 

United States c rt records-at 
Springfield, Ill., indicate that the 
Sullivan Box Factory at Sullivan, 
Ill. which Temple owned, “oper- 
ated in the ‘red’ yet Temple con- 
tinued to draw a salary of $1000 
to $1250 a month” and that he

box factory “with the aid of Law- 
rence Arnold, then director of

Arnold, a former congressman 
and friend of Temple, “approved 
loans to Temple without the usual 
investigation into his past reputa- 
tion and activities,” the record 
stated.

Dr. Robert C, Rutledge will sur- 
render to Iowa authorities as son 
as his health permits, his attor- 
ney, Leo F. Laughren, said today. 
The young St. Louis physician is" 
charged with the murder of Byron 
C. Hattman in a fight Dec. 14 
in Cedar Rapids, Ia., over Hatt- 
man’s attentions to Mrs. Rutledge. 

The decision to surrender and 
not fight extradition was made by 
Dr. Rutledge last Tuesday, Laugh- 
ren said. Before learning that an 
application for extradition had 
been made to the Governor of 


Iowa, the attorney went to Cedar 
Rapids yesterday to confer with 
Linn County Attorney William W. 
Crissman. 

“I went to Cedar Rapids to con- 
fer with Crissman,” Laughren 
said, “about the extradition and 
to deliver Dr. Rutledge’s message 
concerning his decision to give 
himself up.” 

Dr. Howard B. Goodrich, father- 

in-law of Dr. Rutledge, accom- 
panied Laughren on the trip and 
told Crissman that the type of 
poison the young physician took 
as police entered his .apartment 
to arrest him fot the murder, had 
a deteriorating effect on the 
muscles of the heart, Dr, Rut- 
ledge had suffered Heart disease 
for some time, Dr. Goodrich said, 
and he estimated it would he 
“two to four weeks” before phy- 
sicians could determine whether 
the poison had damaged Dr. Rut- 
ledge’s heart muscles to any de- 
ree. 
After this is determined, Laugh- 
ren said, Dr. Rutledge will sur- 
render provided his condition will 
not be jeopardized by confine- 
ment in jail. The warrant charg- 
ing him with the murder contains 
a provision that he be held with- 
out bond. Crissman said the case 
would be -tried in the January 
term of court, which will open 
Jan. 10 and continue through 
April 4. 

Laughren has announced that 
his defense of Dr. Rutledge will be 
based on self defense and the right 
of a man to protect the sanctity 
Mrs. Rutledge has 
said that she and Hattman had a 
clandestine relation last July fol-

PERON CANDIDATES 
GOT RECORD VOTE 
IN DEC. 12 ELECTION 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 23 (AP) 
— Final unofficial returns from 
the Dec. 12 elections showed to- 
day that President Juan D, Pe- 
ron’s candidates received’ the 
highest number of ballots ever 
recorded in Argentina. 

The voting was for a constitu- 
ent assembly which meets early 
in 1949 to rewrite the constitu- 
tion and give Peron the right to 
gucceed himself. 

The 1,725,370 tally exceeded by 
215,370 the previous high popular 
vote polled by Peronist candi- 
dates in the March congressional 
elections. When Peron won the 
presidency in February, 1946 he 
received 1,499,282. 

Peron’s candidates took 109 
seats, the maximum available to 
thé majority par 

~Under the Argentine electoral 
system which grants representa- 
tion to the opposition, the Radi- 
cals, as chief minority party, won 
48 seats. The Communists Tan a 
poor third, getting 83,258 votes. 
They failed to capture a single 


seat. 

Socialists and Democrats (Con- 
servatives) abstained from the 
election in a protest against what 
they called a lack of liberty in 
the campaign. They urged their 
supporters to vote blank, The 
total of blank votes recorded was 
108,720 in 14 provinces. The elec- 
tion board in the federal capital 
refused to count blank ballots.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23 (AP)— 
John Foster Dulles says the 
United Nation’s rejection of Rus- 
sian disarmament proposals “is 
not a verdict in favor of war.” On 


the contrary, he said last night, 
“it means that we must see to it 
that our military strength operates 
as an insurance of peace,” 

Dulles, speaking over the N.B.C. 
network, offered a full-dress re- 
port on the recent U.N. General 
Assembly in Paris. 


The acting United States chief 
delegate said that by rejecting the 
Russian plan for arms reduction 
and the @struction of atomic piles 
and bombs “the small nations 
made it apparent that they wanted 
the United States to be strong, 
and that they regarded our 
strength as a protection, not a 
menace.” 

Dulles said he considered the 
adoption of a universal declaration 
of human rights the most impor- 
tant “concrete action” of the As- 
sembly. 

By adopting the declaration, he 
said, “the United Nations Assem- 
bly has established a universal 
human goal toward which the na- 
tions and the peoples can strive 
tagether in fellowship.”

serves notice on the Dutch that we abhor the 


bloody business they have started in Indonesia. 
It is stern warning that the American dollars in 


the Marshall plan are for peace and recovery, 


and not for the. murder and oppression of colo- 
nial peoples. It is Uncle Sam and not Uncle 
Sap talking. 

Paul Hoffman's action, moreover, is beauti- 
fully timed, coming, as it does, only a few days 
after the Dutch assault, which has horrified the 
world in this Christmas season. Unlike so many 
other situations, where diplomats haggle and 
chatter and delay until public patience is ex- 
hausted, Mr. Hoffman did the deed with one 
cablegram, after consultation with the State De- 
partment. 

Foreign Minister Van Kleffens, of course, im- 
mediately’ denied that recovery funds had been 
used to arm Dutch troops. What rot! He talks 
like a bookkeeper and a stupid one. We have 
sent $55,000,000 in goods to the Dutch part of 
the archipelago (nothing to the républic of Pre- 
mier Mohammed Hatta) and this has consisted 
mainly of food, iron and steel materials and civil- 
ian vehicles. Food, we believe, is eaten by sol- 
diers, who also can miake good use of iron, steel 
and vehicles of whatever nature. 

But even if it is assumed that not one dollar’s 
worth of American goods is touched by a Dutch 
soldier, e@ery dollar’s wprth releases the cash 
and energies of the Dutch for their military 
exploits. Everything goes into the same pot, 
and it doesn’t matter how the bookkeeper: sep- 
arates the items. 

It is to be noted that Mr. Hoffman’s action 
does not apply to Marshall plan allocations to 
the Dutch homeland, and is therefore incomplete 
inasmuch as prolonged trouble in Indonesia will 
call for heavy drafts upon the treasury of The 
Hague. Even so, the action is a sharp warning 
to all recipients of recovery aid that the United 
States intends to use the Marshall plan money 
as an instrument of policy and not merely as 
an indiscriminate handout. 

The stakes in this policy action are high. On 
the one hand, Holland’s recovery is needed to 
round out the general European plan. That’s 
important, but the stakes in the East are highly 
more important. Communism has worked stead- 
ily there for years to convince the Orientals 
that they are the victims of European imperi- 
alism. 


Now the action of the Dutch bears out what 
the Reds have been saying. With China fall- 
ing into Communistic hands by virtue of mili- 
tery force, Moscow can look with utmost pleas- 
ure and | complacence on the events in Indone- 
sia. That is why it was so salutary for the 
United States, by Mr. Hoffman’s action, to show 
that this country has no sympathy with Dutch 
imperialism. 

Our own record in regard to the Philippines 
and Britain’s recent freeing of India and Bur- 
ma recognize the old, old desire of the Asiatic 
peoples for release from Occidental exploitation. 
But these things have been offset by the be- 
havior of the Dutch in Indowesia and the French 
in Indo-China. Therefore, the State Department 
was confronted with this choice: 

To incur the wrath of the Dutch by op- 
posing them, or to confirm Communist ap- 
peals throughout the whole region by op- 
posing the Indonesians.

Why cannot the pleasant custom of the ex- 
change of Christmas cards among friends be re- 
spected? There was a time when one turned 
eagerly to the piles of Christmas card mail, to 
read the greetings of old and new personal 
friends and to mingle recollections of the past 
with plans of future meetings.

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A Killer to Liquidate 

The fatal aceident at the Sulphur’ avenue 
crossing of ‘the Missouri Racific tracks near 
Manchestér avenue is a tragic reminder that 
this potential killer stalks the streets. of St. 
‘Louis 24 hours of the day, 365 days a year. It 
is a reminder that at any moment there may be 
another horrible crash, such as that five -years 
ago when nine people lost their lives as the re- 
sult of a collision between a Public Service Co. 
bus and a Wabash train at Etzel avenue. 


What if the crossing at Sulphur avenue did 
have a watchman? What if it was protected by 


~flashing lights and a bell? There is. always a 


chatice that carelessness was not the cause of 
the accident. No one can be sure that the driver 
who was killed did not suffer an impairment of 
sight or hearing at-the critical moment. The 
fact is that railroad tracks on the same level 
with automobile traffic present a danger which 
a modern metropolitan city should eliminate. 
The only way to make the grade crossing safe is 
to get rid of it altogether. 

St. Louis has fallen far behind in this ele- 
mentary safety precaution. Indeed, no one-seems 
to know exactly how many grade crossings there 
are within the city limits. At the time of the 
Etzel avenue tragedy, the City Hall said there 
were 190. A more recent estimate is “more 
than 400.” Obviously, there hasn’t been a dou- 
bling in five years. But whatever the number, 
it is far too large. 


Mayor Kaufmann should order a report from 
the appropriate department. If the appropriate 
department’ cannot give an exact number, it 
should be compiled, with every last crossing 
counted. Then the list should be arranged on a 
priorities basis in tae order of hazard, as shown 
by traffic statistics. The city’s grade elimina- 
tion program should be planned accordingly.

Association in Dayton recently, a trustee 
of one of the smaller libraries bitterly at- 
tacked “The Naked and the Dead.” It was, 
he argued, an immoral book. What’s more, 
he said, in his town at least he was doing 
his best to keep it out of the library, To 
date, he hadn’t succeeded, but he would 
keep trying. 

In Oak Park, the daughter of one of the 
most eminent of Midwestern poets had a 
question.

Between. Book Ends 
A View of White Africa 


IN SEARCH OF SOUTH eo by H. V. Morton. 

(Dodd, Mead & Co., , 4) 

From the wide ptarie svonting the 
Union Buildings at Pretoria, South Africa, 
you see below a city engulfed in a sea of 
lavender-blue jacaranda blossoms. It’s a 
view you won't forget. 

H. V. Morton, an English writer, whose 
travel books in recent years have placed 
him in the forefront of this field, takes you 
to this hill, and to a thousand other hills 
and valleys of South Africa in his new 
book. It is a book of unusual interest if 
for no other reason—and there are others 
—than because it fills a gap long notice- 
able on the library shelves of this country. 
Probably ten travel writers have visited 
South America to one who has seen South 
Africa over the years; yet the white popu- 
lation of South Africa is closer to us in 
many respects than the peoples of South 
America. 

Soyth Africa isn’t all as civilized as the 
view of Pretoria from the Union Buildings 
would indicate. A two-paragraph’ item in 
the tightly edited Rand Daily Mail at 
Johannesburg, telling of a lion dismember- 
ing a native boy in a nearby village, is not 
unusual. 

For the most part Morton has stuck to 
the civilized view, but has sidestepped 
civilization’s problems. You read -of mod- 
ern Cape Town, down there on the tip of 
the continent under Table Mountain, with 
only a fleeting mention of its ill-famed 
colored slums; you visit bright, sparkling 
Durban on the Indian Ocean, South 
Africa’s counterpart of Miami, without 
dipping into its teeming Indian section and 
its resulting problems; you go up to Jo- 
hannesburg, see the tall, modern air-con- 
ditioned buildings and drop 8000 feet into 
the world’s deepest gold mine, yet don’t 
visit the wretched homes of the city’s 
swarming natives; you go to Pretoria, its 
thoroughfares built wide enough for “a 
team of oxen to turn around on any street,” 
and, seeing the well-kept homes along the 
wide streets, hardly realize that the Afri- 
kaners who live in those dwellings harbor 
a deep, abiding hatred for the South Afri- 
can British. 

The fact that Mr. Morton has not re- 
corded the foregoing cross currents—and 
many others—is not accidental. “I had 
been in South Africa too long to be able to 
solve its problems, but not long enough to 
express an opinion on them,” he said on his 
departure, For a reader interested purely 
in a travel book, and whose own country 
may have a problem or two of its own, 
this is all to the good.

DAY or so before he de-

HEN such talents as those of Jules Romains, author of 
i “Men of Good Will,” and Stefan Zweig were applied to 
the script of Ben Jonson's Elizabethan classic “VOLPONE,” 
and the late Harry Baur, certainly one of the great actors of 
Wu / ‘this century, was-cast as Volpone, something 
yy pretty good inthe way of a movie was to be 
expected. And we haven't been disappointed. 
All ‘concerned have acquitted themselves 
handsomely, and the French film, starting at 
the ART THEATER Saturday, is one of the 
most wonderfully funny things it has been 
our pleasure to see in some time. 
The screenwriters have wrought some changes, but they’ve 
retained the lusty, ribald Elizabethan approach to exposing the 
meanness and cupidity of an engaging pack of scoundrels. 
The story tells how Volpone, Venetian merchant thrown in 
jail by his creditors, strikes it cich when his ships come in 
to port. With the aid of an amusing knave picked up in 
prison, he pretends to be dying and has it bruited about that 
each of hig two main creditors may be named sole heir. He 
Athen takes great delight in watching them fawn on him, and try 
‘to cut out each other and a courtesan who has-moved in with 
ideas of marrying him and grabbing everything for herself. 
There is a highly amusing courtroom scene where Volpone is 
tried for attempted rape of the wife of Corvino, who has sent 
“her to Volpone as an inducement for legal remembrance. The 
confusion ends with all the parasites siding with Volpone and 
the man who brought the charge, the only honest person in 
the courtroom, in jail for perjury. This ig one episode which 
it would have been impossible to film in Hollywood, where 
attempted rape woulg have been one of the last subjects 
‘chosen for rollicking humor, I am sure. 

: Although it is performed at times with the farcical abandon 
/of “Getting Gertie’s Garter,” the movie is really, of course,

I WOULD LIKE to feel secure 
in the assurance of peace and I 
am sure that in every country 
in the world every individual would 
like to have that same security. 
But something which is so very 
good must require something from 
us. Perhaps that is what we 
should be asking of ourselves to- 
day.

Garry Davis, in trying to make 
himself a world citizen, is answer- 
ing the question in his way. It 
would not be my way nor per- 
haps yours, but nevertheless that 
question and the way we answer 
it is really the all-important thing 
that will settle what we do in our 
period of history. 

I feel that the answer is in 
using whatever capacities we have 
to build a really democratic and 
free world, To do that we must 
begin with our own surroundings. 
Few of us can do more than an- 
swer the ,question in our own 
small and restricted sphere, but 
the aggregate of what we do may 
add up to that kind of security 
and peace in the future, built on a 
firm foundation, that éould give 
even my pessimistic British friend 
something to be happy about.

The Scotch have “slee-sly” for 
the same purpose served by “sly”

Thus it was first in other Teu- 
tonic tongues, the Icelandic, the 
Swedish, the Danish and the Low 
German, with the slightly differ- 
ing spellings of slaegr, slug, elu 
and slou. They all first signified 
nimbleness and skill, from which 
they caméto include caution, then 
shrewdness, in the way 
uses “knowing” in modern speech. 
Only later in the historica] span 
came the sense of artful cunning. 
And there you have corruption— 
rot slang, but the legitimate cor- 
ruption, so to speak, of a legiti- 
mate word!

Industry Coming Back ‘After Enforced Layoff During Wer Years—Faces New ‘Problems

HE Australian pearling fleets 

are busy again. After an en- 
forced wartime “lay-up” their 
white leg-o’-mutton sails fleck the 
blue Tropic waters off Onslow, 
Broome, Darwin and Thursday 
- Island. With shell more than $1600 


a ton, or three times the best 1941 - 


price, sheds and wharves and 
luggers are active with life and 
hope, 

In six years of war many 
changes occurred and life in the 
industry is not what it was. Jap- 
anese divers, backbone of the pre- 
war industry, have disappeared. 
New problems and new opportu- 
nities have arisen with higher 
costs and iabor difficulties.~ A 
new generation of pearlers, con- 
scious of how close a rich heritage 
came to being lost to Japanese 
initiative and aggression, faces 
the future with cautious enthu- 
siasm. 

Outwardly the pearling ports 
haven’t changed much although 
Japanese planes and allied mili- 
tary occupation left their marks. 
Some old inhabitants have gone 
and some new ones have taken 
their places. But in the dusty 
sunlight of the packing sheds, 
squatting Koepangers again sort 
through the lustrous shell which 
provides shirt buttons that don’t 
crumble in the wash and old hands 
still talk hopefully of another 
$30,000 pearl, like the fabulous 
700 1-8 grain “Star of the West” 
fished up at Broome in 1917. 

Under sweeping poincianas there 
is still the chatter of many 
tongues, Asian as well as Euro- 
pean and Australian. Out in the 
pindan scrub the primitiveawhythm 
of binghi (aboriginal) cobber-cob- 
ber songs still mingle with the 
long wash of the sea. And over 
the waterfronts still hangs the 
characteristic pearling odor of 
shellfish, Asiatic cooking and 
Mangrove mud, 

This season there are 102 ‘ves- 
sels pearling on the Australian 
“grounds’—65 at Thursday Island, 
20 at Broome, 10 here at Darwin 
and seven at Onslow. Last year 
91 boats operated, In 1940 the to- 
tal was 162—88 at Thursday Is- 
land, 65 at Broome and nine at 
Darwin. The “take” last year 
was 803 tons of pearl shell, worth 
$1,554,768 or an average of $1948 
a ton. In 1940 the Australian 
“take” was 2018 tons valued at 
$686,150 or an average of more 
than $387 a ton. 

From its beginnings in the 1860s 
and 1870s, the Australian pearl 
fishing industry has depended on 
non-white labor. Before the war 
the Japanese wert most popular 
as divers and skilled crew men, 
with some Malays, Koepangers, 
Manila men and a few Australian 
aborigines. Australian companies 
and individuals owned the boats. 
High post-war prices have caused 
a mild boom in the industry but 
scarcity of boats and shortage of 
ekilled labor are putting a brake 
on expansion. 
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IVING is a dangerous job. 
D There have been four deaths at 

Broome this season, Three were 
cases of divers’ paralysis, caused 
by divers coming too quickly to 
the surface from heavy pressure 
at 15 or 16 fathoms. In the old 
days it was generally recognized 
that divers ended up physical 
wrecks. Nowadays compression 
chambers are standard equipment 
on pearling luggers. Broome div- 
ers receive $16 a month and a “lay” 
or bonus on the shell they take. 
It is not unusual for a diver to 
make up to $3200 a year which 
is big money on the Australian 
economy, and equal to the salary 
of a top business executive. 

At Thursday Island, where the 
waters are warmer, divers use 
only a helmet and ‘corselet in- 
stead of a full weighted diving 
suit. The corselet is kept on the 
shoulders by weights. The diver, 
however, wears ordinary woolen 
clothing and sandshoes. A lifeline 
‘is fastened to the corselet and an 
air hose connects with the hel- 
met. In a case of emergency the 
diver can throw off the corselet 
and helmet and swim to the sur- 
face. Experienced divers say this 
can be done safely from 14 to 15 
fathoms. Thursday Island owners 
usually allow a substantial “lay” 
to their divers, who pay the crews’ 
wages. Many of the Thursday 
Island divers and crews are local 
or mainland aborigines. Boats are 
often run by native families, who 
share proceeds. 

The biggest post-war expansion 
has taken place at Thursday 
Island, where diving equipment 
is simpler. This season there are 
14 European pearlers on Thurs- 
day Island operating 19 boats. 
Nutive islanders operate 20 lug- 
gers, eight cutters and 12 cutter 
launches. Each islander boat is 
owned by a family. It is esti- 
mated that by the end of the

The _ ser- 
rated edges are then chipped 
away before the shell is packed 
in sa ready for handing 
ashore. It is pearl shell, not 
pearis, that keeps the industry 


going. 


season a total of 70 boats will have 
operated in -Thursday Island 
waters. Eighteen or twenty of 
these are owned by newcomers 
to the industry. At least one 


‘European owner does his own div- 


ing. He is W. T, Cram, a former 
fisherman of Eden, New South 
Wales, who is owner, skipper and 
head diver of the motor pearling 
vessel “Paxie.” 

‘A Broome lugger’s crew con- 
sists of two divers, two divers’ 
tenders, one engine-driver and a 
crew of three or four. Tenders 
and engine-drivers receive $80 a 
month and a bonus per ton de- 
pending on the price of shell. 
Crews are paid $48 a month and 
a similar bonus. The estimated 
average “take” is 19 tons of shell 
a boat. On the North-West coast 
the “lay-up” is from mid-Decem- 
ber to mid-March. 

Last season Broome shell brought 
$2032 a ton compared with the 
prewar price of about $598. Costs, 
however, have doubled. Biggest 
obstacle to the expansion of the 
industry in this area is the cost 
and difficulty of building and re- 
pairing vessels. A 52-foot boat 
fully equipped for diving costs 
about $15,000 — about twice the 
price before the war. ' 


The Darwin industry has never 
been as big as that of Thursday 
Island and Broome. Darwin pearl- 
ers claim, however, that their 
shell brings the highest prices. 
Between 1935 “and 1937, Darwin 


= 


pearlers took an average of be- 
tween 700 and 800 tons of shell a 
year. During this period, the Jap- 
anese became serious competitors 
on the Darwin “grounds.” In 1939 
it is estimated that there were 
about 200 Japanese motor sam- 
pans competing against 25 Aus- 
tralian’ luggers. The Northern 
Territory Administration reported 
that the beds had become very 
depleted, and the big output of 
shell from up-to-date Japanese 
ships depressed the world market. 
This season 10 boats are operat- 
ing from Darwin, most by old 
hands, 
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buy most of Australia’s pearl 

shell. It is used for buttons, 
ornaments and inlay work. In the 
early days of the industry the 
London market was most impor- 
tant. After World War I, how- 
ever, New York took first place. 
From 1936 until World War II, 
Japanese supplies gradually sup- 
planted Australian shell and the 
prices fell. By 1939 Australian 
federal and state governments 
were subsidizing the Australian 
industry. 


Experts estimate that there is a 
world market for between 3500 and 
4000 tons of pearl shell a year. 
Australia’s peak production was in 
1929 when the industry produced 
more than 3000 tons. The average

annual production for the 10 years 
to 1941 was 2159 tons, produced by 
an average of 180 boats. Pearl 
shell is also fished off the Philip- 
pines, Dutch East Indies, Malaya, 
French Oceania, Panama, India 
and in the Red Sea. North Aus- 
tralian and East Indies waters 
have been by far the most pro- 
ductive. 

Pearls are still the biggest draw 
and the biggest disappointment in 


the pearling industry. In a recent 
report the Northern Australia De- 


velopment Committee of the De- 
partment of Postwar Reconstruc- . 
tion says: “The pearis themselves 
are not nowadays of very great 
account in the industry, although 
fortunes were made in Broome 
and in the ‘good old days’ from 
lucky discoveries of pearls. Pearl- 
ers insist, also, that unaccountably 
pearls are much more rarely found 
now, and the main trouble about 
fishing for pearls as such is the 
insecurity and dependence on 
charf@ discoveries. In the North- 
ern Australian industry the pearls 
were regarded of so little impor- 
tance, that an arrangement was 
made whereby the divers kept any 
pearls which might be found in 


the oysters they brought to the 
surface.” 


However, stories of fabulous 
pearls are still the backdrop of 
romance to the Australian pearling 
industry. “Star of the West,” 
most famous of all Australian 
pearls, was fished off the Laci- 
pede Islands in 1917. An old-time 
master pearler named James 
Clarke owned the lugger. A 
Broome syndicate offered $32,000 
for the gem, which weighed over 
100 grains and was a lustrous pear- 
shaped gem of the finest quality. 
Clarke refused to sell and carried 
his treasure proudly in his vest 
pocket to show his city friends. 
Crowds queued up to see it in the 
window of a Melbourne jewelry 
shop. At Bombay, an Indian Rajah 
examined the pearl but refused to 
buy when he heard that it had 
been publicly exhibited. Finally, an 
auctioneer sold “Star of the West” 
at Christie’s in London for $21,120. 

Already pearling and its asso- 
ciated industries contribute about 
20 per cent of Australia’s income 
from marine sources. The post- 
war new deal promises to con- 
solidate that position and make 
pearling more businesslike and no 
less romantic.

ITH time-gon-

to plan a plain cooked vegetable 
that can be made ready for the 
table with a simple seasoning and

Red cab- 
bage should .be cooked in water 
acidulated with vinegar or lemon 
juice to make its red color even 
brighter. Beets should be cooked 
whole with the skins and about 
three inches of the stems left on 
to prevent any of the rich red

Green vegetables, including 
broccoli, green beans, and Brussels 
sprouts, are cooked uncovered in 
enough salted water to cover, just 
until tender. Their lovely green 
color will be preserved and even 
intensified, and none of the deli- 
cate flavors lost. 

Buttered Broccoli or Broccoli 

Polonaise. 

One pound broccoli, 
salted water, melted butter. 

Choose, firm, compact heads of 
broccoli with tight, deep green 


buds that haven’t opened out or) 
‘broth, crackers, deviled ham and 


turned yellow. Place, heads down, 
into cold salted water for half an 
hour before cooking. Drain and 
trim off leaves and woody peel- 
ing on stalks. Slash the heavy 
stalks up through the center, but 
don’t cut into the head, Place in 
three or four quart kettle and 
barely cover with boilin 
water, using 12 teaspoon salt to one 
quart wert, hay quickly, un- 
covered, until just fender, or 10 
to 15 minutes, vine out with tongs,

To make broccoli polonaise, melt 
two tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine in small skillet.

Arrange the 
drained broccoli on heated serv- 
ing dish, sprinkle the flower ends 
with sieved hard-cooked (use 
one egg), then with the browned | 
buttered crumbs.
